It is not surprising that thore was no public record of his ‘birth or — i 
baptism in that mountainous district at that time. Boeing a poor farmer, 
and possibly of poor parents ,it is not surprising that his vamo is not 
found in records of wills,deeds and taxes. On the other hand,it may be 
that Charles came into Funtingdon County or Vestern Pounsylvania from 
Virginia or Maryland.

Charles Purdue was born about 1765 as ho was under 45 in the census 
of 1800 and over 45 in tho census of 1810. Ho was living in Shirley Town= 
ship ,Huntingdon County ,Pennsylvania,in 1800 and 1610, He removed to Ross 
County,Ohio,after 1810.

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| JOHN PURDUE eas 

“John Purdue ,who has endeared hie neme to the people of Indiana as the, | 
founder of the Purdue University at Lafayotte,Indiana,was born in Huntingdon ‘ 
County ,Pao,on the 31st of October,1802.° His native vi Llage;dermany (1 Cearens 
between two small mountain ranges,presented during the years of hia minority, 
all the scenes and incidents of pioneer life. It was a German settlonent jas ; 
its nase indisates,and early residents were not blessed with any of the a 
modern appliances that now lend a charm to farm life. Mr.Purdue’s fathor, 
Charles Purdue,was a poor ,yhard-working shonost pioneer. John,the subject off 
this sketoh,was the only sonjtho other seven children being daughters, é 
Times were hard in the pioneer settlement then and John Purdue was early | . ; 
on the list of “hired help". At the age of oight years he was firet went | | 
to a sountry school,where he at once evinced his natural teste for © 
4{utellectual culture. He made rapid progress in his elementary studies ae 
and after a few years of grost industry simproving every opportunity she 
became quite proficient in the English branches of study,and was himeelf pe 
culled to the school room as un tencsher. While st412 young,his father and 
family emigrated to Ross County,Ohio,near Adelphiasnnd thence to 
Worthington,Franklin Cenatee never miles from Columbun. After zoveral years. 
ac & most successful teacher itr Purdue visited Marion County,Ohic,where 
he purshaged a anart ees section of Rendyant, at once went to farming.

Suffice to is 
pay here that »upon certain oondit1ons »MroPurdue agreed to denate to the Rt 
Board of Trusteas the amount of $150,000. This beneficent gift,bdesides — Ee 
losating the institution near Lafayette placed it upon a firm financial ithe 
footing,and gave it m noedod start toward a successful completion of tho 
high aim of its Board of Trustees.

In the months of June,July and August of 1876,Mr.Purdue had not enjoyed 
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good health,but nothing sorious was apprehended. On September 12th,he 
visited the Agricultural Works and Purdue University and stopped for a 
tine at the Lahr House shis real home,where he had furnished rooms. 
bertne the Grrarusen he was. conveyed to the Hygienis Institute and left 
there by his Bepnes 1500205 much better then usual. after eating a slight 
lunch and chatting with the invates of the houso,he retired to his rooms, — 
whore sabout 5 o "clock PoMo sho was found dead,lying upon his face upon ihe es 
floor,he apparently having fallon while attompting to reach the aor the 
cause of his death was doubtless apoplexy,with which he nee long been eee 
threatened. 

The funeral took place on the afternoon of September 14th et 2.307 
o°elocke HonoJohn RoCoffroth,Hon.John AoStein and Prosidont White,after ag 
visiting the University grounds,chose a commanding spot in frent of the 
Main Building (University Hall) then in prosess of sonstruction and near || 
the campus avenue,as the location for the grave. It was one of the best 
that could have boon secured. The funeral was very etd attended ;and Aa 
president delivered a funeral oration at the graveo | 
| MrePurdue lived an honest ,upright life. Eulogies that tremble on the te 

pen would fail to do him justice. He seized every opportunity of doing good. 
as it presented itself and it was only through his last and crowning act that 
the students of Purdue University enjoy the manifold privileges now spread ? 
‘before them, His words of eounsel vere always characterized by appoals : 
for honesty and integrity. These principles he admired above all else. He 
was a careful reader of the Bible,and had in his library numerous works Pt 
relating to the Scriptures. He was on intimate terms with many of tho 
students,and always had a ploesant ,encouraging word and sunny emile for 


each. He never warried.”

No further record of 
this line was found in Philadelphia. Possibly this branch removed to Bs ak 
Virginia or Maryland.
